And Chief Mueller hastens to 
add that the army first of all has 
daid down strict requirements for 
enforcement which must be fol- 
owed without deviation. 

NO LENIENCY 

The army is very clear about 
compliance and enforcement, and 
minces no words when it is stat- 
ed: “The army expects nothing 
less than complete compliance to 
the proclamations and looks to 
the civil authorities for enforce- 
ment.” It declares further: “Mil- 
itary necessity requires that strict 
compliance with the proclamation 
be maintained at all times,” and 
emphasizes, “Violators of the pro- 
clamation must be promptly pros- 
ecuted.” 

Detailing enforcement meas- 
ures, the army states in “Region- 
al Regulations’: “Failure to 
comply with the provisions of the 
proclamation is a federal crime 
under Public Law No. 502, 77th 
Congress, which provides for pen- 
alties of a fine not to exceed 
$5,000 and imprisonment for not 
more than one year, for each of- 
fense. Offenders are subject to 
immediate exclusion from the ter- 
ritory of the Western Defense 
Command.” 

NO ONE EXEMPT 

As to whom the proclamation 
applies, the army leaves no 
doubt, Chief Mueller declares. It 
applies to everyone everywhere in 
the restricted light zone from 
San Antonio canyon resorts down 
through the foothills, including 
all ranch and urban areas, It 
applies to every mountain cabin, 
to every ranch house and every 
ranch outbuilding; to every home 
and garage; and to every store 
and business building of what-

Confusing Fire Alarm 
Sends Upland Engine 
On Round-About Run 


When a voice called Upland fire 
department shortly before 1 p.m. 
Wednesday and said “This is the 
lookout and there is a fire right 
below the lookout", Officer Henry 
Younge with Engine No. 2 head- 
ed post haste for the air obseér- 
vation “rock pile’, and Volunteer 
Glenn Atwood went along for the 
ride. 

Arriving at the “rock pile”, 
they found nary spark nor smoke 
of a fire, and decided the call 
must have originated from the 
Manker lookout. So with a trail 
of police, deputy sheriff and press 
cars in tow, Number 2 set out 
across country for Red Hill. 

There it found ali the makings 
of conflagration, with Upland en- 
gine Number 1, which had made 
a record run with Tweed Stone at 
the helm, and volunteers well in 
control of the situation. Sparks 
from an incinerator, it is beliey- 
ed, set off the blaze; which con- 
sumed portions of a fence, a chil- 
dren’s playhouse and had just be- 
gun to clutch at garage shingles 
and a pile of lumber behind the 
garage at the Clarence R. Gray 
residence, Valle Vista avenue.

Chief problems of householders, | 
and ones requiring strictest. at- 
tention to meet the requirements 
of absolute compliance, are porch 
lights, all exterior yard lights fur 
any purpose whatscever and ga- 
rage lights, it is emphasized by 
Chief Mueller. Violations, he said, 
will bring arrest, not warnings. 
Already, he pointed out, numerous 
violators have been arrested in 
Los Angeles.

“Hot Cargo” and 
Cold Facts 


It seems a pity that so much distortion of simple facts 


and so much emotional illogic on the part of a minority of 


impetuous labor spokesmen should becloud the Hot Cargo 
and Secondary Boycott referendum—Proposition One on the 
generai election ballot. 


The Hot Cargo and Secondary Boycott bill is now a law 


of California. It was enacted by a vote of 33 to 5 in the 


State Senate and 54 to 26 in the Assembly. It is a war 
emergency measure, effective only until May 1, 19438, or un- 
til the end of the war emergency. It serves to prevent ir- 
responsible persons, who cannot be controlled by responsible 
labor leaders, from interfering with industrial war effort. 


; This law bans the ‘hot eargo’’ practice, or the collective 
refusal of employes or employers +o transport or handle the 
‘product of some entirely separate firm involved in a labor 
dispute wholly its own, 


This law also bans: the ‘ 


‘secondary boycott’’, an extreme 
Jabor weapon designed to prevent a business man or farm- 
fer or their employes, even though they are free of labor 
‘trouble of any kind, from doing business with some firm 
which is in dispute with its own employes. - 

This is the sole extent of the law. .It does not prohibit 
employes from joining a union, nor from organizing for col- 


cee ee 


lective bargaining, nor from striking against an employer _ 


nor from picketing an employer. The law in no Way pro- 
hibits employes who go on strike from conducting a direct 
or primary boycott against the struck firm. 

The referendum on this issue sums up simply enough.

Legislature and approved as sound, fair and patriotie by the 
public opinion of thousands of union workers, employers, 
farmers and leaders responsible for war plant output. <A 
vote of ‘‘No’’ on Proposition One is a vote to kill that law 
and leave a dangerous weapon free for the hands of the ir- 
responsible and fanatical.

Chaffey high school and junior 
college health center offers first 
aid treatment and_ follow-up 
health service from the city 
schools and outlying districts to 
hundreds of students each year 
under the direction of Miss Louise 
Kellogg, R.N. The center is in 
the women’s gymnasium with 
three rooms of equipment. 

First aid is given daily to ap- 
proximately 40 students, all per- 
mits for sickness are checked be- 
fore the student returns to class, 
and transportation is provided for 
students who become ill.

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‘ol had to pick up and deliver to 
salvage yards all the scrap which 
the Highway Patrol Auxiliary has 
spotted in the last 10 days, they 
would be a long time putt-putt- 
putting to and fro, because 2,- 
097,000 pounds of scrap is ex- 
actly 2,097 tons of fight to slam 
at the Japaxis—all from San Ber- 
nardino county. 

But even though the patrolmen 
cannot transport the finds, they, 
nevertheless, have gotten into a 
lot of out-of-the-way places to 
uncover many long-lost and for- 
gotten scrap mines. They have 
posted and charted these scrap 
mining claims to be picked up 
soon by junkmen; by the WPA, 
acting for the WPB; by the Unit- 
ed States army, and by individual 
owners. 

Scrap hauled by the individual 
owner to be sold to junkmen gets 
into the war effort first, it is said 
by Fred E. Draper, civilian de- 
fense highway patrol representa- 
tive for the West End. The WPB 
scrap piles, he points out, are to 
be held in reserve to be used when 
winter weather arrives and puts 
a halt to the hunt for and col- 


ern, eastern and middle-western 
states. 

Highway patrol officers and 
their civilian defense auxiliaries, 
who have been carrying on their 
roundup of scrap, report that 
there is plenty of it to be found. 
The organization’s junk collecting 
effort represents 25 pounds per 
person for the county’s popula- 
tion, patrolmen announce with 
pride.
